WIN A SCHOIARSHID | Differ. . -. 
WIN A SCHOLARSHIP. Says Tokyo Report 


Tokyo, Oct. 17. 


| The mystery of the fast moving Japanese 


yen was declared ‘‘no mystery” today 
by agreement of all quarters concerned. 
Though they differed on their explanations every- 
one agreed the question of how the new five 
thousand yen banknotes got to Hongkong on 
October 1 the day they were issued in Japan 


was cleared up. 


There were two main schools 
of thought: : 

* The Japan Times quoting 

Deputy Chief. Cabinet 
Secretury Elichip Tanaka said, 
“The mystery hog beem solved... 
the notes were channeled in 
advance through ‘the = legal 
routes of city banks.” . 

This statement explained how 
the notes were cirewating In 
Hongkong ot 4 pm on October ! 
when they hod been passed 
ever the counters of the Banic 
of Japan beginning 9 am. . 

The only trouble was the 
Bank of Japan sald flatly “it 
just fsn't so." 

* The explanatlon preferred 

by the Bank’ of Japan 
was that they did not appear In 
‘Hongkong until October 2, “The 
report that they were being sold 
in Hongkong on October 1 1s an 
error,” a bank official sald, 


A Telegram. 


He produced a telegram: from 
the Bank representative in 
Hongkong, Osao Watanabe, say- 
{ng his investigation showed the 
banknotes made their debut on 
the day following their issuanee 
in Tokyo and Osaka. 

Watanabe estimated that two 
million yen (about HK$33,000) 
jn tho new banknotes. showed 
up in Hongkong on October 2 
and Increased to ten million 
yen by October 15. . 

There was another reason, for 
preferring, the  s¢cond . ex- 
planation, That would have 
made it possible for o smuggler 
to board a Japan Airlines plane 
or Air Indla plane in Tokyo on 
October 1 and arriving in Hong- 
kong with it the — following 
morning with his currency.
